“In fact, it is a beautiful place.” 


So wrote Roy Blount Jr., in a SPORTS 


ILLUSTRATED article about the opening 
game at Veterans Stadium, April 10, 1971. 
As early as 1953, city officials plus the 

Phillies and Eagles began discussions for 


a new multi-purpose sports stadium. 
After years of hassles over the site, size, 
design, funding and name, ground- 
breaking ceremonies were finally held 
on October 2, 1967. 


The Phillies and Montreal Expos, 
who closed Connie Mack Stadium the 
previous October, were the opponents 


on а chilly Saturday afternoon, 24 years 


ago. Final score: Phillies 4, Expos 1. 
Jim Bunning, the oldest starting pitcher 


in the majors at age 39, was the winner, | 


his 220th lifetime victory. 


A crowd of 55,352 fans packed the place. 
Last summer, the 50 millionth fan passed 
through the gates. 

Since that first game, the place has changed 
physically. Scoreboards in left-center and 
right-center were removed to add more 
seating; an $80,000 home run spectacular 
mounted on the fourth level facade in center 
field which featured Colonial-dressed 
Philadelphia Phil and Phyllis departed, as 
did the dancing waters beyond the center 
field wall; an electronic scoreboard and 
video board were added; more Super Boxes 
were built and Sky Boxes were constructed 
at the top of the stadium for the Eagles. 

In recent years, the Phillies and City of 
Philadelphia have spent more than $30 
million to make sure the stadium continues 
to be a first-class facility. Prior to this season, 
a fifth-generation artificial turf was installed. 
The earth-tone colored seats are being 
phased out and replaced by all blue seats 
with the upper level first on the agenda.

In honor of this, the 25th 
season at Veterans Stadium, 
the six Phillies broadcasters 
took a moment to reminisce 
about their first, greatest 
and strangest memories 

of "The Vet" 


First Memories 


Harry Kalas was the emcee of the field ceremonies 
for the stadium opener. "I remember Jim Fanning 
(Montreal's general manager) being 
brought in on a dogsled. But I'll never 
forget my big mistake that day. | was in 
charge of introducing this long list of 
dignitaries ... and | skipped the National 
League President, Chub Feeney. | couldn't 
believe | did that. | apologized profusely 
to him afterwards. He said he didn't mind, 
and the apology was accepted ... but I'll 
never forget it." 


Richie Ashburn, Andy Musser and 
Chris Wheeler were also at the Veterans 
Stadium opener, but all in different 
capacities. 

Ashburn recalled it as being "the first of 
many great years working with Harry." 
Wheeler was there as a fan and simply 
enjoyed "the game itself." Andy Musser 
was working for Channel 10 and recalled 
"all the pageantry of Opening Day ... and 
the tragedy in the right field area. | believe 
there was an area there that was roped off 
because it wasn't completed yet and some 
fans fell through it ... And, the Phillies 
won!" 


Kent Tekulve had a completely different 
perspective for his first Vet memory. He 
was playing for Sherbrooke of the Eastern 
League in 1973. "We were supposed to 
play in Reading, but the ballpark was 
flooded, so we played at the Vet. | remem- 
ber the enormous size of the stadium and 
that some of the 200 fans actually thought 
the Phillies were playing the Pirates. | also 
remember it was my first time on turf, and 
thinking how hard an astroturf field was." 


Todd Kalas was five years old when The 
Vet opened. "I remember those Quaker 
characters, one of them came down and 
shot off cannons. The other thing that 
sticks in my mind were the seats. | came 
from the Astrodome and the seats there 
had springs, so when | got to The Vet I 
noticed the seats were either up or down. They 
didn't spring back, so | couldn't play with them 
and had to watch more of the game." 


Greatest Memories 


Harry, Richie, Wheels and Todd each agreed, as 
do many fans, that the greatest moment in Vet 
history was in 1980, when the Phillies finally won 
their first World Championship. 


Andy didn't quite agree. "The World Series was 
great, but you have to remember, we weren't 
allowed to broadcast it in those days. My favorite 
memory was Terry Mulholland's no-hitter. So much 
was riding on each pitch. There was so much elec- 
tricity in the air. We put more into every pitch than 
in any other game." 

Teke's greatest memory of The Vet personifies 
Philadelphia. "It was my first game as a Phillie 
and the fans gave me a standing ovation as | 
entered the game. All this after being booed 
EVERY time | came into a game as a Pirate pitcher." 


Strangest Memories 


Teke's strangest memory of The Vet dates back 
to 1986. "It had to be all the excitement in the 
stadium when we held off the Mets from clinching 
the NL East title during a weekend series ... We 
were 20 games behind and in second place, and 
the fans were going crazy." 


Andy's strangest memory was one no one will 
soon forget. "Looking at my watch for the start 
of the second game of the doubleheader with San 
Diego on July 3, 1993. It was almost 1:30 AM ... 
| just couldn't believe we were going to start that 
second game so late." 

Wheels recalled that entire week in 1993. "It 
was the homestand from hell. PRISM aired every 
inning of those long games (doubleheader, July 2; 
20-inning game, July 7). | had to do all the play-by- 
play; it was just me and Jay (Johnstone) ... And it 
was so hot and humid that week; | think it was 
90 degrees. What a long homestand that was." 


The Phillies were renown for their promotions, 
particularly in the early years of the Vet ... and 
they have had quite a few doozies. 

Harry recalled Karl Walenda's high wire act on 
August 7, 1972. "We were going to carry it live on 
TV. Prior to going up, | remember his family telling 
him not to do it. The wire was weaving up there in 
the wind ... he had some ushers trying to hold it 
still, but they weren't experienced at it; they were 
just holding it like they would a dog on a leash. 
And | had to broadcast it LIVE ... that was a hairy 
situation." (He did cross successfully.) 


"| remember that ostrich race," recalled Richie. 
"They kept attacking me!" 

Todd remembered the World's Highest Jumping 
Easter Bunny promotion. "For weeks the Phillies 
were promoting this event. A person, dressed as a 
bunny, was supposed to get in a hot air balloon at 
the Vet and the first person to touch him when 
he came down would win all kinds of prizes. Well, 
the day came and there were swirling winds at 
the stadium ... They couldn't get the balloon more 
than five feet off the ground. It was the funniest 
thing I've ever seen.” № 
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Thousands of baseball games have been 
played at The Vet, but a trip there is more 
than just a contest between two teams. 
Granted, the game is the main attraction, 
but a game at The Vet is a total entertain- 
ment package for everyone in the family. 

Fans, young and old, have been treated to 
an All-Star promotional lineup every season. 
Caps, batting gloves, t-shirts, sweatshirts, 
tote bags, equipment bags, photo cards and 
posters are just a few of the giveaway items 
fans have received 
from the Phillies.
